If the Zeppelin raids on 
England 
have empbsiaed no other faet, they 
have proved conclusively tiiat there 
is no diminution in the output of wut 
Action. 
It Is reasonable to suppose that the 
Germans, who have taken such prec­ 
ious good care to protect their fleet 
and conserve their other 
resources^ 
would not keep sendtng Zeppelins >o 
England and occasionally leaving one 
or two behind. If the results achieved 
were not deemed sufficient compensa­ 
tion for the losses sustained. 
Ysrt, according to the British reports, 
none of these air raids haa ever re­ 
sulted In any serious damage,
